I beg  to  present  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1939*

1.  The  social  conditions  of  the  district  are  those  of  a purely 
rural  area,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  engaged  chiefly  in 
agriculture.  No  extensive  changes  have  taken  place  during 

the  last  two  years,  and  no  new  industries  have  been  established. 

2 . Vital  Statistics. 

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  both  birth  and  death  rates  the 
Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for 
Mid.  1939  has  been  adopted.  This  is  10,570. 

For  the  whole  district  there  were  135  births  registered  (65 
males  68  females)  as  compared  with  152  in  1958  and  124  in  1 957 * 
the  Birth  Rate  being  12.58  as  compared  with  14.97  in  1958  and 
12.83  in  1937. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district  were  146 
(84  males  62  females)  as  compared  with  134  in  1938  and  113  in 
193 7t  the  Death  Rate  being  13.81  as  compared  with  13.20  in 
1938  and  II.69  in  1937*

4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

The  chief  causes  were  Scarlet  Fever,  42  cases  and  Diptheria 
24  cases  being  reported.  In  all  except  one  or  two  instances 
cases  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals  and  all  premises 
were  disinfected.

There  are  nine  midwives  practising  in  the  District*  but  none 
of  these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  three  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  District* 
but  no  Treatment  Centres. 


Hospitals . 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  Worth  Hiding  Sanatorium  at  Fair- 
field  York  and  Aysgarth  (outside  the  District  are  available. 

Wo  Hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 
for  Maternity  of  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  to  give  assistance 
to  medical  practioners  in  the  area  a hen  called  upon  to  treat 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Hospital  accommodation  and  Specialists  are  provided  for  these 
cases  when  required. 
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Arrangements  have  b .en  made  with  the  Middlesborough  Borough 
Council  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  cases. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are 
necessary  to  be  removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital(outside  the 
District) . These  cases  are  removed  in  the  Hospital  Ambulance. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  York  Corporation  for  the 
removal  of  accidents  by  ambulance. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers*  or 
illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  District.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water . 

With  the  exception  of  four  small  Hamlets  the  whole  of  the 
area  is  served  with  public  mains,  mainly  from  two  gravity  fed 
sources . 

Samples  taken  from  these  two  supplies  were  found  to  be  below 
standard.  The  causes  of  the  deterioration  were  traced  to  some 
small  springs  and  to  the  defective  cover  to  a water  tower.  The 
springs  were  cut  off  and  the  tower  repaired.  Camples  taken 
later  showed  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  Improvements 
are  being  carried  out  at  the  points  of  collection  near  the 
spring  heads  and  new  springs  are  being  added  to  the  supplies. 

A new  water  tower  has  been  provided  at  the  outer  edge  of  the 
supply  to  maintain  the  pressure. 

Numerous  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  disposal  works  at  Easingwold  were  put  into  operation 
in  October.  Analyses  taken  show  the  effluent  to  be  satisfactory. 

Considerable  progress  had  been  made  up  to  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  in  forwarding  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  larger 
villages . 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  is  no  serious  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams. 

There  are  minor  instances  of  ditches  and  small  streams  which 
are  being  polluted  in  several  places.  Temporary  measurers  are 
being  adopted  where  practicable  to  minimise  risks.

The  Council  dici  not  commence  any  further  building  operations 
during  the  year,  but  completed  a number  which  were  in  course  of 
erection  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

13.  Milk  Supply. 

A number  of  registered  cow  keepers  and  purveyors  of  milk 
(wholesale  ana  retail)  have  been  inspected  with  regard  to  cattle 
and  persons  employed,  cleansing,  lighting,  ventilation  and 
drainage.  In  most  cases  they  were  in  a clean  condition,  in 
others  want  of  limewashing  of  ceilings  and  cleansing  of 
furniture  were  the  principle  defects.
